And based on prices IO, 20, 30 or 40 
years ago it still is a better buy than 
most items people are buying without 


a protest. 
The average American is spending 


less of his income for food now than he 
was in 1940. In 1940 it took 22 percent 
of total income for food expenditures, 
in 1947 this climbed up to 25.7 percent 
and then dropped back to 22.2 percent 
in 1950. By 1960 it was down to 20 
percent and in 1970 it was down to 16.6 
percent. 
Last 
year 
the 
average 


American was spending only 
15.7 


percent of his income for food. 
I know that there are a lot of people 


on fixed incomes that are having a 
hard time at today’s prices and can 
understand their problem. But from 
the best I could see, these were not the 
ones leading the boycott. Most of 
those making all of the noise were 
those whose incomes have likely gone 
up as much or more as the national 
average. 
Really I am not too worried about 


the boycott because I don’t believe 
that those people can find a good 
enough substitute for a good juicy 
steak to stay off beef for very long
